I have been asked to help the Dale Farm Housing Association in regard to the 
Planning Application and now appeal lodged in relation to the above land. 

I have seen your letter of the 1 9 th March 2007 and fully appreciate the 
matters you raise. 

I hope that you appreciate that there is a significant lack of sites for gypsies 
nationally and especially in Basildon and the East of England. It is clear from 
information received and court decisions that a major part of the problem is 
that the area is predominately Metropolitan Green Belt and therefore there is 
no land for residential development. 

There have been a large number of gypsies who have, in desperation, 
purchased land at Dale Farm. There has been a series of refusals of planning 
permission and the Council is now proceeding to take direct action to move 
the persons from the land. 

In the appeals in which I have been involved the Council has accepted 
there are no pieces of land for the gypsies to occupy when they are evicted. 
In consequence when they are forced to leave the land they will occupy 
other land unlawfully, probably on road side verges. 

That will cause a major problem for the families and also for those on whose 
land they occupy and for the Police and Local Authorities. In fact many of 
those involved have major health problems and special educational needs 


which is of great concern. 

As you know the then Deputy Prime Minister Mr. Prescott suggested that the 
land at Terminus Drive could be a possible site. 

As you state at present the land has been suggested for employment use 
and now it is suggested that that use be changed to a totally different use, 
for sports clubs. 

If it is suggested that the use can be changed for a Sports club, then, why not 
for a gypsy site? I suggest that serious consideration be given to the present 
appeal. 

In fact there is an immediate need for sites, so is it not possible for you to 
grant a lease for, say, 5years for the gypsy site and then review your stance 
when you have made decisions on the long term future of the land. 

I hope you will therefore reconsider your position and agree to allow the land 
to be used for gypsies. 

I enclose as a formality a copy of the Appeal form and Grounds of Appeal, 
please acknowledge receipt.
